The Govornor's Ilpply to tlio Uluuici- 
pal Address. 

The very cordiul munnor in which 
tho Mayor niid City Council woro 
rouoivctl by liis ExcoUonoy yosterduyj 
iiiiJ tho nsBuranco givou of his good 
looling towards ourpooplo, will, wo iiro 
suro, bo appreciated by tho TQSpeotn» 
bio portion of tho population. 
H.ia Exoollenoy promises a speedy re- 
peal of tbo Beal Estato''Tax, bat says 
nothing of the Trades Lioonso and 
Salory Taxes — an oversight; probably, 
for with a departure irom our former 
policy of Free Trade, it mast bo do- 
eignod to sweep away every direct 
tax. The introduotion ot a liboriU 
system for bonding goods will moot 
with general approval. Perhaps tho 
Chilian system, which, wo undorstand, 
is tho moat liberal in the world, would 
bo more aooeptable than any other. But 
whatever may be the system propos- 
ed, we trust that it will not be pro- 
mulgated until a oonieronoe haH 
been had with the Chamber ot Gom- 
morcc, appointed to address His 
Ezoelloiioy on the subject of the 
TarifF. Wo are glud to number Gov- 
ernor Soymour among tho Bupportcra 
of Municipal inslitutionti, and to por- 
coivo that ho plodgos himaclf to do all 
in hia power to advance tho intorosts 
of tho city, and to roduoo tho ex- 
penses of tho public oBtablisbmonts, foi- 
utitil a gonoral systom of retrench'^ 
mont has been porfoctod and combiiiod 
with wise and wbolosomo logislation, 
we can hope for no improvoment in 
our affairs. Exporionoo has proved 
that the prosperity and happi- 
nosfl of a country depends as much 
upon tho energy, capacity aud liberal- 
ity of tho rulers as upon tho intolli- 
gonco, freedom and patriotism of tho 
ruled. In other words, that no peo- 
ple who are ourscd with dishonest or 
incaj)ablo lawgivers, can evor become 
groat or command tho rosncot 
and esteem of their loUow men. 
J3ad IcKislation is a eurse; let the 
people be over so enorgetio or indus- 
trious, it will prevent improve- 
ment and progress. Perhaps no 
bet! or illustration of this can be 
found than in this Colony, from 
which thousands ol' settlors have 
boon driven b^' oppressive taxation 
and burdensome imposts to seolc 
homes in otlicr lands. Tlie rcniurlc of 
His Exc'iUcncy, that mucli moro dc. 
pends upon tho success ol the prospec- 
tor than tho skill ot tho Ailmini.-itrator 
or tho wisdom of tho law-maicor i,-; a 
mistake. Had ho rovorHcd tho son- 
tonoo to road that more dspcndod upon 
the skill of tho lawmaker than upon 
the snocoBB of the prospector, ho would 
have hit tho mark. £'at to say that 
tho prospector must find out now 
fields of wealth ore wo can loolc for 
an improvement, is, wo conceive, a 
very grave orror. The history of 
tho Gold Export Tax and the Law 
of Imprisonment for Debt, provos 
that thousands of a ready-made popu- 
lation were driven by their enforce- 
ment from our shores to seek liveli- 
hoods in a land whore more liberal 
laws are in force. Tbu efforts of all 
the prospectors in Eritiah Columbia 
will net make tho country contented 
or prosperous, if Mr idoymoar and 
those under him fail in their duty. 
Success doponds upuo tho " skill of tho 
Administrator and the wisdom of the 
law-maker." Without the exeroiso ol 
those qualities we shall fail most 
miserably as a Colony. Prospectors 
will, of course, do their sbaro towards 
the dovolopmont of the rosourcos of 
tho Colony ; but tho weight of rc- 
Bponsibility rests with tho Govern^ 
mont. Wise logislation Is tho main- 
spring oi all that is gi-eat and good in 
a country, and the efl'orts of tlie Gov- 
ernment must bo directed towaids 
rendering those now in tho Goh^ny 
happy and contented before others 
from abroad will be induced to take 
up tiieir abode ariiong us.

Dlcxicaii AOairs. 

Wasiii.soton, Nov. 24. — About tlio iniJdlo 
of October tlie FiX'Dcii Aliiiistot of Slule ad- 
ilrestt'il this Gi)Voriinieiit, proposii))^ to cliaiif^o 
tliu iinii,'ramiiia nf;rued upon laal Jiiuc be- 
iwooi) Iilinislcr Higelow and Dcouyn d I'lluys 
for tlio uvacimtion of Mexico, instead of re- 
irioviiij^ tho troops in dclaclimont, bcginuiiij; 
in uvo und ending iu six moDtlia tticraalter. 
It was proposed lo enibailc all in one body 
about ibo lat of January . Our Oovornmenl 
replies, tliron^li fJigelow, that it adlicrod lo 
tliu (irii;iiial pro;;riuiiiiiu and hoped ihcro 
would bu no delay in the f-ailiiig ut tho lirst 
di_tactimenl. 

I>ast Monday, Marquis D' iMonfliolan com- 
municiitod to Seward ihiU Napoleon desired 
more tiiua for tho general ovacuatioii, and 
proposed to defer it four months. The 
President and Cabinet, after due cousideru- 
tioD, directed Seward to reply ibat this 
Govern meot eeesoo good teason for any de-' 
parture from the progrBmmo of Juno lust, 
which was propoaed wholly by tho French 
Minister at that time and acccptod by tho 
United Status, wliioh now insists on its lernis 
beiiifj fully carried out. This decision was 
coramunicaled to .Ntontholoii lo dny, and also 
probably to Gen. Dix belorc his de[mrlure. 

The Times Washinglou correspondont sajH 
since tho special cabinet mcotin}; on 'I'hnrs- 
day there hiis boon great interest to know its 
purpose. We aro cnaliled lo slate jio-ilivoly 
lhat tbo cabinet was called liigeihcr Id con- 
sider tbo declaration of I''runce — that she 
cannot withdraw from Me.vico before no.\t 
spring, whun it is promised to withdraw en- 
tirely. Thi« ia in violation of tho agreement by 
Sownrd and Drouyn d I'Hnya; and as the 
notification ol its oonies at this late day, our 
Government is not disposed to put full confi- 
dence in nnv further promifc of Napoleon. 
Thia subject was furlber considered in cabinet 
niectin<;s. 

On Friday, Gem ral Grant being prcsenl 
by special invitation of the I'resident, it ia be- 
lieved Ministei Di.\ was instrucled to demand 
the iinniedialc withdrawal of tho French 
troops. A steamer has sailed from Now Or- 
leans with Government dispatches to Cuinp- 
bell and Sherman, at Tampioo or Vera 
Cruz.
